Big Tax Break for U.S. Oil Reported

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9 (WP). 
—A new Library of Congress 
study shows that despite 2 cut- 
back in the oil depletion allow- 
ance, petroleum companies still 
are getting enormous tax breaks 
—often in excess of the taxes they 
actually owe. 

The document shows that be- 
cause of existing tax write-offs, 
the maximum tax rate paid on 
ofl and gas drilling operations 
amounts ta 17.7 per cent—about 


half that typically paid by firms 
in most other industries. 

Tn fact, the study said, the tax 
breaks are 80 large that the 
write-offs the oi] companies can 
claim sometimes exceed their tax 
bills by as much as 3 per cent— 
effectively amounting to a pay- 
ment from the Treasury.

More Than $1 Million 
Reported in Ex-Bank 


CALHOUN, Ga., Oct. 9 (UPI). 
—Former budget director Bert 
Lance said today that be knew 
nothing about a newspaper re- 
port that more than $1 million 
im federal savings deposits were 
Placed in the National Bank of 
Georgia while he was in office. 

Newsday, the Long Island daily. 
said today that on Marcy 31 the 
bank, once headed by Mr. Lance, 
held $1.36 million in federal sav- 
ings deposits while Georgia's 
other national banks had only a 
combined total of $39,000 in fed- 
eral savings deposits. 

“I know nothing in the world 
about lt,” Mr, Lance said as he 
walked up the steps of the First 
United Methodist Church in Cal- 
houn with his family. He sald 
the first he bad heard of the re- 
port was when a newsman showed 
him a copy of today’s Atlanta 
Constitution outside the church. 
The Constitufion also carried the 
Neweday story, 

“I didn't have anything to do 
with the placement of any federal 
funds whatsoever,” he said. “That 
was not within my purview.” 


Citing records of the U.S. con- 
troller of the currency, Newsday 
said the deposits were made 
during the first quarter of 1977, 
when Mr, Lance became budget 
director. 

Mr. Lance, who resigned last 
month as director of the Office 
of Management and Budget, owns 
200,000 shares of the bank's stock, 
the paper said. 

The federal deposits, the paper 
sald, provided a financial hoost 
for the bank at a time when it 
had been forced to write off $1.25 
million in bad loans and had 
been forced to cut its stock divi- 
dend to zero. 

The newspaper said a state- 
ment issued by the controller's 
office last week said the funds 
were put into deposit by court- 
appointed referees in federal 
bankruptcy cases being handled 
by the U.S. District Court for the 
northern district of Georgia.

In an editorial on epidemic 
lung cancer among women, Dr, 
Meigs said, “Women who smoke 
heavily have a sixteenfold lung 
cancer risk over nonsmoking wom- 
en compared with a tenfold risk 
among comparable groups of 
men.” 

Be also pointed out that in 
1930 just 2 per cent of women 
18 years of age and older were 
Smokers when nearly 30 times as 
Many men had the habit. Now, 
teen-age girls and young women 
smoke nearly as much as males 
in the same age groups. 

The WHO ‘study was done by 
Dr. Bernard Benjamin, professor 
of actuarial science at the City 
University in London. In blam- 
ing cigarette smoking for the rise 
in lung cancer deaths, Dr. Ben- 
jamin did not discount a link 
between air pollution and hung 
eancer. He sald: 

“To remove air pollution would 
Teduce lung cancer but would not 
reduce the excess lung cancer 
Mortality associated with ciga- 
Tette smoking.” 

Work and Play 

The trend toward increasing 
lung cancer deaths among women 
was also attributed to their 
smoking “a; work as well 85 at 


y. 

The study found that death 
rates were “either stationary or 
declining for both males and 
females" for cancers other than 
that of the lungs in the following 
countries: Australia, Austria, Can- 
aga, Chile, Costa Rica, Denmark, 
Egypt, Israel, Japan, Mexico, New 
Zealand, Norway, Sweden, Swit- 
zerland, the United States and 
Venezuela. 

But for lung cancer, “even in 
thece ecuntries, where rates are 
already high," such as Belgium, 
Czechoslovakia, Finland, the 
Netherlands, avd England and 
Wales. it found that “rates are 
still risicgz for mea and women." 

In comparing female deaths 
from lung cancer for the period; 
1865-1969 an’ 1970-1972, Dr. 
Benjamin found that they wera 
cn the rise in nine industrialized 
countries. 

The United States, with a 33- 
Per-cont imereace cver the two 
Pericds, headed the list, followed 
by Danmark, 31 per cent; No-- 
Wey, 24 Fer cent; Sweden, 22 par 
cent; Finland and Englard and

and Poland, 16 p2r cent.

Just in case you think we are picking on 
Richard Nixon, we ought to say here and 
now that we don’t think he has been the 
worst offender in this matter, at least on 
the hypocrisy front. No, he has only been 
the second worst. First prize, in our jJudg- 
ment, would have to go to those great and 
famous civil libertarians in the Soviet Union 
who expressed the other day, through their 
official news agency, Tass, profound dis- 
pleasure at Judge Sirica's lightening of the 
Watergate sentences. “By virtually pardon- 
ing the offenders, the U.S. authorities again 
demonstrate their duplicity,” Tass com- 
plained. But what were the “offenders'” 
offenses?—you have to ask yourself. Wire- 
tapping? Political burglary? Obstruction of 
justice? In the Soviet Union, government 
Officials get medals for doing the things 
Messts. Haldeman, Ehriichman and Mitchell 
got sent up the river for. 

But never mind. Judge Sirica knew what 
the crimes were about and what values were 
at stake, And to some extent he seems to 
have helped impart that knowledge to the 
men who committed them. Now he has in- 
tervened in the process in an attempt to 
keep the punishment from being merely 
vengeful. It's too much to hope that the 
Russians, or Mr. Nixon, for that matter, will 
ever get the point of Watergate. But John 
Sirica has properly concluded that, where 
practically everyone else is concerned, the 
points that needed making have been made.

The Senate and the Energy Alarm 


An energy alarm bell is rimging, loud 
enough for all intelligent citizens to hear: 
Forelgn oil producers already have the power 
to strangle our economy any time political 
motives move them. Whether they squeeze 
or not. they are already draining away our 
dotlars—$36 billion for oil imports last year, 
an estimated $45 billion this year. The Pres- 
ident heard the alarm: that’s why he rushed 
ἃ National Energy Plan to Congress last 
spring. The House heard the alarm; that’s 
why it speedily debated. modified and enacted 
its version last summer. 

But what of the Senate? If it has heard 
the alarm bell at all, its behavior makes it 
look like children examining the alarm clock 
with a hammer. The Senate is not yet fin- 
ished dealing with the energy program, but 
already springs and flywheels are scattered 
all over the floor. 

The President proposed—and the House 
enacted——tax measures to stop the use of 
preciously clean natural gas for industrial 
and utility purposes and replace it with coal, 
a plentiful and satisfactory substitute. The 
Senate has gutted the Idea. The President 
and the House called for a stiff tax on 
domestic oil, to encourage conservation and 
send out a clear sienal that the age of cheap 
energy is over. In the Senate, it now ap- 
pears unlikely that such a tax will even get 
out of committee. The President and the 
House proposed increasing the price of nat- 
ural gas—but keeping it under controls. 
After a week of liberal fillbuster, the Senate 
voted decontrol. The list of savaged pro- 
pusals could go on. Suffice it to say that the 
administration plan might have saved nearly 
6 million barrels of Imported oil a day in 
1985. The plan passed by the House, even 
with modifications, would have saved per- 
haps 4 million barrels. Now we will be lucky 
if the tattered legislation Ukely to emerge 
from the Senate saves even 2 millon barrels. 

Small wonder, then, that chairman Russell 
Long of the Finance Committee seems will- 
ing to accept a mere skeleton bill. just 


enough to make it posstble to go to confer- 
ence with the House. Skeleton may be 
exactly the right image for the evident im- 
pending death of any responsible approach 
to energy in the Senate this year. 

Some explanation for the savagery lies in 
the difference between the Senate and the 
House. In the House, the votes of the eight 
representatives from an oll-producing state 
like Louisiana can be offset by, say, 39 votes 
from New York. But in the Senate, each 
state has equal voting power. Beyond votes, 
the House historically has been more amen- 
able to disciplined leadership than the Sen- 
ate. Nevertheless, the stripping of the energy 
plan raises important questions about the 
quality of the Senate leadership. The fact 
of the filibuster alone, whatever the motives 
of its sponsors, was troubling. The confusion 
—some even suggest. treachery—over how it 
was finally ended was at least as troubling. 

There is blame aplenty for the administra- 
tion as well. After its success in the House, 
it appears to have taken parallel success in 
the Senate too much for granted. Some 
generally sympathetic senators questioned 
the Carter plan and its arithmetic. But 
administration lobbying appears to have 
been late, lame—and sometimes woundingly 
contradictory.

As important as it 
1s for the Senate to provide a detailed pre- 
scription, the psychological outcome is more 
important still. Some 60 per cent of the 
American people still do not understand that 
there ts an energy crisis. What urgency is 
the Senate itkely to impart to them if it— 
supposedly an august assemblage of national 
leaders—settles for chaotic debate and ἃ 
skeleton bill? The alarm bell, after all, is 
still ringing.

Games piayed on 
rugs are played differently from 
games played on grass. and 
though most players seem able 
to adjust without great diffi- 
culty, it is pretty clear that when 
playing ou 8 rug, ἃ good rug 
team will beat a good grass team 
more often than not, 

The sensible solution here is 
to make teams play in thelr own 
class. In boxing, middleweights 
don't fight lightweights. There 
js no reason why in baseball 
rugball teams should have to 
mix it up with grassball teams, 
or vice versa. Instead of the 
old American and National 
Leagues, which have deen 50 
bloated with expansion teams 
that their traditional Identities 
are now meaningless. we could 
have ἃ rug league and a grass 
league. 

Eventually and unfortunately, 
someone would insist that win- 
ners in both leagues play each 
other for a cosmic championship 
and this, I suppose, would raise 
the question whether they ought 
to meet on rug or grass. The 
answer, of course, Is neither. To

Concorde Flight 
Loses £22.000 


LONDON, Oct. 9 ‘Reuters!.— 
British Airways’ most unproflt- 
able scheduled Concerde flight 
returned fron Bahrain yesterday 
with six persons on board, 11 
had flown to Bahrain Friday 
without a passenger.

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Keeping Kosher in the Modern World of Israel 


By Marcus Eliason 


USALEM (‘AP).—Dov Zioni 
works in a dingy shop at a 
machine made mostly of pipes 
and wires. His job is to manu- 
facture kosher steam. 

Mr, Zioni is an engineer, but 
many of his colleagues are rabbis. 
Immersed in volumes of Talmud 
and textbooks on science, they 
are trying to reconcile the de- 
mands of the modern world and 
its technology with the laws set 
down thousands of years ago in 
the Bible. 

“We are trying to keep Judaism 
abreast of technology without 


changing Judaism or impeding 
science,” says Rabbi Levy Ayitzhak 
Helperin, who heads the project. 
“Many answers to modern-day 
dilemmas of science and religion 
are in the Torah and Halacha.” 


About 30 per cent of Israel's 
residents are Orthodox Jews. 
They follow rules enumerated in 
the Torah and the Halacha, a 
large body of commentary by 
Jewish sages in the 5th century, 
which is designed to explain and 
buttress the Torah. 


But if the state were to follow 
the Bible to the letter, it would 
have to close all businesses, stop 


all traffic and end all financial 
transactions each Saturday, the 
Jewish Sabbath, And that would 
anger the 80 per cent secular 
Population, many already dis- 
mayed by what they think is the 
disproportionate role played in 
government, by the religious po- 
litical parties. 

Enter Rabbi Halperin’s Insti- 
tute for Science and Halacha, 
where Dov Zion! works to try to 
reconcile the difference. One ex- 
atnple is kosher steam. 

Under Orthodox law, milk and 
meat cannot be mixed. So at 
hotels, restaurants and hospitals, 
wherever steamtables are used 


to Keep food warm, kosher laws 
are violated if steam from meat 


food, but Mr. Zioni 
found that when he condensed 
the steam, dogs wouldn't touch 
it. Presto, kosher steam.
